AS OE LATE OCT. 25, ONLY CYPRUS AND DAHOMEY WERE INSCRIBED 
TO SEPAK WHEN DEBATE ON CYPRUS ITEM BEGINS IN PLENARY OCT. 28. 

EC-9 ARE THINKING OE HAVING FRANCE SPEAK EOR THEM, THOUGH UK 
WILL MAKE SEPARATE STATEMENT AS GUARANTOR POWER. CYPRIOT DEL 
GAVE USDEL, AND OTHERS, TEXT OE PAPER OUTLINING GOC

SOUTH AFRICAN SPEECH IN SECURITY COUNCIL- 

WHILE SOME AFRICAN REACTION WAS COOL AND GENERAL RESPONSE 
UNDERSTANDABLY SKEPTICAL, MOST LISTENERS TO SOUTH AFRICAN REP 
BOTHA'S SPEECH IN SC OCT. 24 WERE STRUCK BY HIS PERSONAL 
CONVICTION AND WILLINGNESS TO VOLUNTEER FOR WHAT HE BELIEVES 
EIRST TIME SOUTH AERICAN READINESS TO SEE PROGRESS ON 
DESEGREGATION, NAMIBIA AND RHODEISA. MOST AGREED IT WAS MUCH 
NEEDED AND OVERDUE STEP IN RIGHT DIRECTION. SOME AERICANS 
CALLED EOR SPECIFIC SA ACTIONS TO BACK UP BOTHA'S CLAIMS, 

AND ZAMBIAN REP PRIVATELY ASKED WHEN SA POLICE WERE 
GOING TO BE REMOVED FROM RHODESIA. OTHERS TOOK 
ENCOURAGEMENT EROM BOTHA'S STATEMENT. 

PRIOR TO HIS APPEARANCE IN SC, BOTHA MADE FOLLOWING POINGS TO 

AMB BENNETT: SPEECH WOULD BE "OE HISTORIC PROPORTIONS"; SA 

WOULD GO EARTHER THAN EVER BEEORE; HE WOULD SPEAK "AS 

AERICAN" AND MAKE STRONGEST APPEAL HE KNEW HOW EOR CONCILATION 

WITH AERICA. HE SAID IT MIGHT NOT EULLY PERSUADE BLACK 

AERICA, BUT IN TERMS OE HARD SOUTH AERICAN REALITIES IN 

WHICH HE AND HIS GOVT HAVE TO LIVE IT WAS ENORMOUS TURNABOUT. 

HE SAID IE SAG'S GESTURE UTTERLY REJECTED, THERE WOULD BE ROCK- 
HARD REACTION IN PRETORIA AND NO MOVEMENT AT ALL. HE

ADAMANTLY OPPOSED ANY ADDITION. AFTER FURTHER EFFORTS BY 
US, UK AND JAPAN TO DISSUADE WP COSPONSORS, AUSTRALIANS
